I TBB ilAX WITH TUB XBOK MASK, 

The identity of "The Iron Mask," or 
"The Man with the IioB Maak«" has 
nercr been aatiaflwtoifly tslaUiahed. 
About the year 1879 he waa carried with 
the utmost secrecy to the Oastle of Pig- 
nerol, ond wore during tho journey a 
block mask, whieh was not of iron, bnt 
of black velvet, strengthouod witti 
whalebone, and secured Itohind with 
atad iqirings, or by means of a look, as 
aomo aay. The ordera were that U he 
revealed himaeU he WM to hekilled. £Eb 
was conveyed fai 168C totheisle of Sainte 
Marguerite, and daring the passage the 
strictest watch was kept that he might 
not allow himself to bo discovered. The 
unknown prisoner wa-s in 1G98 conveyed 
to the BoetUe, and was, as before, bid- 
den behind the mask. In that prison the 
captive rAaaiaedontilhia death, in 1730. 
Oa Nov. 90, the day after hia death, 
he waa bulad ia the cemetery of 8i 
Paul, under the name of Maohloti. The 
unknown was treated with the greatest 
respect, but bo closely was ho watched 
that he was not permitted to take off his 
mask even in the preseuoo of the physi- 
cian who attended him. Many oonject- 
nrep.have been haaarded as to who "The 
Maa with tfa^i .lMii ICaak" . could have 
beaa^'the oae genendly accepted «t the 
lucMBt day hj thoae iibo faaveeorefuily 
hiveatigated the subieot being the fol- 
tlowing: It is conjectured that he was a 
Count Matthioli, a Minister of Charles 
IIL, Duke of Mantua, This Minister 
had been largely bribed by Louis XIV,, 
aad had pledged himself to urge the 
Duke to give up to the French the for- 
treaa ot Oasi)le, which gave aiocesstothe 
whole d IionlbHdy. Loais found that 
Matth|oliwaa playing him false, and 
lured him to the French frootier, and 
then bad him sooretly arrested and im- 
prisoned. As ho was Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary at the time, his seizure was a 
flagnmt vioUtion of international law, 
which it was safer to bo able to deny 
than to justify, and, trtien the deaia) 
waa made onoe^ the " hoaor" oi FhuuM 
waa involvad i n nphnldia g ii
